The negro a name h u h Ransom, later 
called Ransom Montgomery by reason 
of the fact that l*efoi** tie was acquired 
by the state he was owned by a man 
named II B. Y. Montgomery. He was 
purchased outright by the state through 
an a t of the legislature of 1Mb for 
bavin-; saved the We-fem and Atlatl 
tic railroad bridge over the Chatta 
hoochee liter from destruction by fire 
aud later was place-) upon a salary 
under the suj*ervbdon of the '‘principal 
engineer” of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad. 
•Subsequently, 
when the war was 
/ over. Ransom, now a free man. wa* 
again rememl**red by the state. 
Al 
though the state was practically bank 
rapt. an act of the general assembly, 
approved Aug. 3, 1*08, authorized the 
superintendent of the staff road to pay 
to Ransom from the treaaury of the 
road the sum of $562 5(J aud also to 
provide bim with a home during the 
rest of hi* life.—Atlanta Constitution.

ber of these threads depends upon the 
breadth of the rug and Its desired ll tit* 
ness or con rat*ness. 
Lengths of col 
on*d wool or the hair of a camel or 
goat or silken threads are knotted on 
to the warp threads, with the two ends 
ut the Individual twists standing up. 
What Is called a weft thread Is then 
ruif across the warp and another line 
of tufts made. 
The whole Is brought 
securely together by means of a hand 
Instrument, the ends of the tufts clip

gem,utill thus a tufted rug Is completed.

Since Judge McClenahan decided a

view regarding the taxation of any­ 
thing. 
Placing a high 
tax on an 
empty lot never forces the owner to 
build on that lot; he does not build 
unless he sees a profit in It or until 
he sees need for the building. 
We 
know as a fact that many properties 
on the so-called south 
range 
were 
drilled and carried leases for years 
and w hen the tax commission s ' art cd 
to boost the valuations, leases were 
surrendered. 
It

also 
common 
knowledge, and there should be no 
trouble about 
understanding 
this, 
that during the last three or four 
years there has been very little drill­ 
ing undertaken, and during that same 
time the 
many 
so-called 
explored 
properties on the south range are 
still unopened. 
Owners have told us 
that they have every reason not to 
drill: that the market Is glutted with 
similar ore and that those properties, 
or the ore, cannot be forced onto the 
market until more sueh ore can be 
consumed, and every time an addi­ 
tional ton of ore is found, up goes 
the tax, disregarding the economic 
conditions entirely. 
How' then will 
higher taxes help such a market—

BILL FIGHT ON

Thursday Evening the House Commit­

THE BI L I SINGLES OUT IRON ORE 


Bill Adds a Second Tax and is Virt- 
ally a Production Tax—Another 
Hearing Feb. 8th 


The first gun has been tired and

called iron-ore "tonnage tax" bill or 
‘‘super-tax" is on.

ning the house com m ittee on taxa­ 
tion held a public m eeting in the 
house chamber to hear the argum ents 
by the proponents of the bill. 
The bill singles out iron ore and 
provides that the operator shall pay 
to the state of Minnesota, on all iron 
ore he ships, a tax am ounting to two 
percent of the gross value of that ore. 
The bill is short and not specific as 
to details. 
It has four authors; they 
are Representatives Bjorge, who has 
for years championed nearly every 
tonnage-tax bill introduced and has 
yet to win his first victory; Repre­ 
sentative Warner, 
of Aitkin, 
who 
heretofore alw ays bitterly 
opposed 
tonnage-tax 
legislation 
has 
now 
switched and joined his former op­ 
ponents; 
Representative 
Betwixen 
and Representative D a\ls are the oth ­ 
er two authors. 
Only Messrs, r.en- 
dixen and Bjorge spoke in behalf of 
their bill and they said but little. 
This bill does not do away or alter 
the present ad valorem tax, but it 
adds a second tax. 
The bill is very 
loose in its construction and already 
the authors propose to amend it. The 
hill operates not as a tax on ore be­ 
cause of its value but as a tax on the 
cost of production per ton. therefore. 
it is not a tonnage-tax but it is a 
‘ production tax." and because of tile 
m anner in which it is to be figured 
tlie tax will be a tax on labor; 
on 
Royalty, if tile property 
is 
leased; on 
faxes (the ad valorem ta x ), and 
on 
the money’ lost if, the opera bor loses on 
his product during any year, as Is so 
often the ease. 
The authors failed to show 
that 
there was any justice bn the bill nor 
do they really claim any.

dixen boldly asserted that he wants 
to raise more money for the general 
revenue fund and that he thought 
iron ore was not taxed enough now.
